Improvement 
HIGHER SUBSIDIES NEEDED 


- London, To-day. 

In moving a financial resolution 
in the House of Commons last 
evening providing for an increased 
annual’ subsidy for air transport 
from £1,000,000 to £1,500,000 and 
empowering the Air Ministry to 
enter into Iong-term agreements 
with transport’ undertakings, ‘the 
Under-Secretary for Air, Sir 
Philip Sassoon, said that the 
scheme was designed to secure,
